well worth heeding. Millions of dulltirs 
h:ive been utterly wasted by attempt- 
ing to (riv)w varieties of fruij In luivili- 
tlcs umlt for their proper developim-nt. 
Then- ure a few general rules, how 
ever, which are worth remembering 
One, 
Unit whore a common winter tern 


perature is 2o degrees below zero, there 
it is utterly useless to attempt to grow 
peaches, xl-:uropean 
plums, quinces, 


prunes, apricots or uuy save the very 
hardiest of apples, plums and cherries. 


j Where 20 below is common, there ;(0 
! and 35 below are possible, and this de- 


gree of cold will destroy the fruit buds 
of the species named, even If the trees 
themselves are not destroyed. 
The 


record of mean temperature for a given 
locality Is worthless as determining its 
fitness to grow fruit 
It is the varia- 


tions which must be looked up. Last 
winter gave the east a cold wave 
of almost unprecedented severity—35 
below in New Jersey and eastern New 
fork—with the result that pear trees 
forty years old, plums and peaches of 
previous health and productiveness, 
were wiped out by the acre, root and 
branch. There can be given no arbi- 
.trary line of latitude as a guide, for 
latitude is so modified by elevation, 
by mountain protection, by contiguity 
to large bodies of water, that as a 
guide alone to the fruit grower It is 
worthless. Some of the finest apples 
In the world are raised in Nova Scotia 
In latitude 46, while In central and 
western Canada In the same latitude 
not an apple of any kind will grow. In 
the case of Nova Scotia the Influence 
of the ocean entirely changes climatic 
conditions. 
If you wish to flnd out 


what tr<>e9 to plant see your neighbor 
who grows fruit successfully and do 
not believe the first word told you by 
any tree peddler. The above may be 
worth money to you.

When his views and 
plans reached Grant at Petersburg the 
chief told his lieutenant to take up 
some position which be could hold and 
send all the troops that could he spared 
to his own lines at Petersburg. 


During the long wait of Sheridan in 


the vicinity of Stnunton the wagon 
trains were steadily going to tbe front 
with supplies.

willl then exist. 


Unless there is some unseen, unfelt 


peril which shall,produce au entire rev- 
olution in this country there in every 
reason to look for a development in the 
material resources of tbe United State* 
such as has taken place in every five 
year period of our history tbat has been 
free from some disaster like tbat of war 
or panic. The law of growth ia the 
United States can be discovered iu the 
statistics of Its progress from year to 
year during the past century. There is 
no more iustructive and remarkable 
statistics published 
anywhere than 


those included In table 102 of tbe statis- 
tical abstract of tbe United States. 
This table describes In figures tbe pro 
gress of tbe United States In its materi 
ai industries. Taking these statistics 
of past progress as a baste of calculation 
it is not difficult toobtaia a reasonable 
view of what progress will have beeu 
obtained by the United States, let us 
say iu 1908, for that will be five years 
after 1903, which is the year in which 
this statistical record of tbe progress of 
the United States ban reached 


Does any one doubt that the popula- 


tion of this country ie steadily to in- 
crease in population in. its relation to 
the demands for the necessities as well 
as of many of the luxuries ofrjife? Five 
years ago we were surprised, for a mo- 
ment, with the attainment of a popu- 
lation of 75,000,000, but speedily came 
to regard such a population as a mere 
matter of course. We now talk of a 
population of 80,000,000, and seem to 
attach but little significance to it. Aud 
yet, iu 1908, if the percentage of in- 
crease keeps up we shall have a popu- 
lation of more than 88,000,000. 
When 


it is said that iu the past thirty-three 
years our population has increased 100 
per cent., while tha-t of all tbe world 
lias increased but 25 per cent., we get 
some idea of what this expansion in our 
population means to the United States.

Jfotesfrom 
£. /. College- 


Results frouji the college gardeo the 


last two seasons illustrate the effect of 
applying lime aud stable manure to 
our soils. The crops last year were 
more or less unsatisfactory. 
This 


spring, lime at tbe rate of one ton per 
aero aud stable manure at tbe rate of 
eight tons per acre were applied. Corn 
which last year grew very uneven aud 
only from 18 to 40 inches iu height has 
this year attained a length of six to 
seven feet. Pole beans which last year 
did not half cover the trellis aud pro- 
duced hardly any crop are more than 
twice as large aud luxuriant and have 
produced abundantly. Results Ou tbe 
experimental plots where lime only was 
added emphasize its value although 
there Is not such a marked difference. 
Owing to the nature of the experiment- 
al work, the soil has been cultivated 
for a number of years without the ad- 
dition of stable manure or any appreci- 
able amount of vegetable matter aud 
the soil is probably lacking iu huiius. 
It seems to emphasize the theory tbat 
the best results cannot be obtained 
from either lime or chemical fertilizers 
If the physical condition of the soil is 
poor. 


Experience with plaut diseases at 


the college has varied quite a little 
from last year. Apple scab has been 
much less prevaleut aud black rot ot 
grapes has beeu a little less severe. 
Brown rot of plums has beeu more ap- 
parent probably because of a heavier 
setting of fruit. The shot-hole disease- 
of the leaves of plums has beeu very se- 
vere, especially on trees whiuti are 
standing iu sod, causing entire detilia- 
tiou iu several cases. The leaf spot 
of currants has also been more severe 
than last year. Among vegetables the 
melon blight which last year destroyed 
the crop almost entirely throughout 
the state has done but little damage, 
while potatoes are yielding only about 
two-thirds of a crop owing to attacks of 
late blight. 


The apple crop this year has been 


small but the quality Is good. Those 
who sawv the college exhibit at the 
Washington County Fair commented 
on the brightness of the fruit and free- 
dom 
from scab curculio markings. 


This high quality is to some extent due 
to thorough spraying in the spring and 
constant cultivation up to the first of 
August each season.

is another question 


In a fortnight the five law schools iu 


this city will open their doors for the 
fall and winter term session, and at a 
conservative estimate not less than a 
thousand students, white and black, 
male and female, will be wrestling with 
Blackstone.Chitty.Greenleaf, Williams, 
Smith, aud all the other text-book 
writers.

present incumbent; comptroller, George 
Hall, now mayor of the city of Ogdeus- 
burg; state treasurer, William Muench; 
state engineer and surveyor, Thomas 
.H. Stryker; chief judge of the court of 
appeals, Edgar M. Cullen, (Dem.) now 
an associate judge of that .bench, and 
the Republican nominee; assistant 
judge of the court of appeals, William 
E. Werner, (Hep.) now of that bench by 
designation by (ioveruor Odell, and the 
Republican nominee. 


David B. Hill himself presented to 


the convention the name of Supreme 
Court Justice Daniel C. Herrick of Al- 
bany, and while it had been rumored 
for some time in the convention hall 
among the waiting assemblage, that 
Harriet's name had been decided upon 
as a settlement of the contllptlng luter- 


- csts, the nomination by Hill was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm and en- 
-ddrsed not only without a dissenting 
vote, but with cordial speeches of sup- 
port by representatives of three of the

was the disappearance of all open evi- 
dence of the factional warfare between 
the Kings county organization, beaded 
by McCarmi. and Tammany Hull, un- 
der the leudivsblp of <J. 1''. -Murphy. 


Recognition of the harmonious state 


of affairs winch hau followed the tense 
situation of the past few days was ex- 
pressed in nearly every speech made. 


Professor Lee of Ithaca, permanent 


chairman of the convention, made an 
extended speech in which he attacked 
the Republican state administration, 
charging it with 
extravagance, and 


criticised (;overnor Odell bimseif for 
his acceptance of dual role of governor 
and chairman of the Republican state 
committee. 


The platform adopted includes a di 


rect personal attack upon Odell as well 
as a denunciation of the Republican 
administrations, an endorsement of the 
Democratic national ticket, platform 
and resolutions, and a strongly worded 
discussion of slate and national issues 
from the Democratic poinj of view. 


Justice Herrick was 
essentially a 


compromise candidate as between Ed- 
ward AI. (Irout and Edward M. Shepard, 
who practically drove each other from 
the tield, Shepard being linally dropped 
from consideration because of the op- 
position of .McCarren and the Kings 
county organization; ("Irout because of 
the positive opposition of 
Tammany 


Hall. 
There was mention also of As- 


semblyman Palmer, minority leader in 
the state assembly.

HIT DYNAMITE 


Cltitric Car Wrecked and Nit c 


Person* Meet Death 


MMY SERIOUSLY HURT 


Mangled Bodies Greeted Sight 


of Those Who Uurried to Aid 
Uuforiuuutvs—Box of Deadly 


lixploslve Dropped From Kx- 
press Wagon in Front ol Cur 


Melrose, Mass., i-cpt. 2±-An elec- 


trie car containing V- 
people was 


blown to pieces at S o'clock last night 
near the corner of Wyoming avenue 
and Jlaiu street, this city, by .striking 
a 00-pound box of dynamite that bad 
fallen off an express wagon. Six peo- 
ple were killed outright, three more 
died of their Injuries within an hour, 
and IU others on the car were taken to 
two hospitals, suffering from all sorts 
of wounds. At least a score of people 
in tbe immediate vicinity of the explo- 
sion were treated for cuts from Uylug 
glass and splinters. 


The immediate vicinity of the acci- 


dent presented a fearful spectacle when 
those iu the neighborhood reached the 
scene. The ground was strewn with 
legs, arms and other portions of the 
bodies of those who had been killed, 
stile shrieks and groans came from 
the writhing forms of tbe injured. 


Tlie car contained mostly uieu on 


their way to their homes iu this city, 
the accident taking place only a quar- 
ter of a mile from 
Melrose 
Center. 


Within a few minutes a great crowd 
had collected and the 
injured 
were 


tenderly cared for until the physicians, 
not only from Melrose, but from Med- 
ford, Everett and Maiden, reached tbe 
scene. 


The police at once began an investi- 


gation of tlie accident and soon had iu 
custody Roy Feutou, tbe driver of the 
express wagon. Fcnton was on his way 
to the local express office, 
ne had 


placed on the tailboard of tbe express 
wagon two 50-pound boxes of dynamite 
consigned to the city of Melrose. 
He 


drove along Main street and did not 
know until he reached the express office 
that one o£ the boxes had dropped off. 
He hurried hack toward Maiu street 
in the hope of picking it up, but tbe elec- 
tric car reached the box first. 


The force of tbe explosion was ter- 


rific and the report was heard many 
miles. Directly opposite tlie scene was 
the Mnsonic building, every window 
of which was shattered, and through 
one of the windows a human 
form 


was blown. There were more than a 
score of people, within 100 yards of the 
car, nearly all of whom were knocked 
down and rendered deaf by the concus- 
sion. 
Olass and splinters were blown 


in nevery direction and few 
of tlie 


passers-by 
escaped 
receiving 
some 


sort of wound. 


Tbe force of the explosion tore off 


and burled in all directions the front 
portion of the car, and it was 
hern 


that the deaths occurred. 
Ftirtluv 


back In the car the sides were blown 
out and the roof tumbled in, pinning 
down many of tbe passengers. On Hit- 
rear platform the conductor and four 
or five others escaped without injury. 


The paving stones beireatli the ear 


were ground into powder by the force 
of tbe explosion and tbe car rails curled 
up. The bole, however, in the ground 
was shallow, the force of the explo- 
sion being extended upward and out- 
ward. Tbe faces of all tlie passengers 
were blackened as If by powder, while 
tbe clothes of many were torn into 
shreds. Several persons were pinned 
beneath tbe rear trucks of the car and 
it took 30 men to lift up the greater 
portions and pull them out. 


While practically escaping injury, 


Conductor Blunt-bard's clothing was 
torn into shreds and bung in tatters 
upon his body. Blauchard said be bad 
rung in 42 fares on the trip 
from 


Boston. 


On Wyoming avenue, to the west- 


ward of the scene of the explosion, a 
human heart was found lying on the 
street by searchers late last night. 
Not a scrap of wreckage of any de- 
scription was within 15 feet of the 
organ. 


The damage to surrounding prop- 


erty will be considerable. 
Windows 


are shattered and the plastering thrown 
down. 


M.ndiught.r Charged 


Melrose, Mass., Sept 23.—Tbe death 


list of nine, resulting irom Wednesday 
night's disaster, in which a well filled 
electric car was blown to pieces by 
dynamite, has uot Increased, although 
six of the injured are still regarded 
as being in a critical condition and may 
not survive their wounds. 


The principal action of the authorities 


was the baling before Judge Bruce of 
the Maiden district court of Koy C. 
Fenron, the driver 
of 
the express 


wagon from the tailboard of which the 
no-pound box of dynamite dropped, to 
be struck later by the 
ill-fated 
car. 


Fenton was charged with manslaughter 
and held in yiiino bail, in default of 
which be was taken to the county jail 
at East Cambridge. Judge Bruce will 
bold an inquest on the accident on 
Sept. 111. 


Sentenced on Serious Charge

Republican Principles Declared 


Well Suited to Them

Uousevelt Hun Followed IMang 


LrfiUl Out by McKinley on Lines 
Keither Seciiouul Nor Itaeiul— 
Candidate Fairbanks' Letter 


Indianapolis, Sept. 22.- Kollowing are 


extracts from the acceptance letter of 
Charles W. Fairbanks, 
Republican 


candidate for tlie vice presidency: 


We have had two administrations In 


the last seven years which have been 
governed by the same policies. 
The 


convention did well in its hearty com- 
mendation of the administration of 
President Roosevelt. This Is sharply 
challenged by the opposition. We ac- 
cept the Issue with confidence. 
The 


president assumed 
the 
responsibili- 


ties of chief executive with a pledge 
to carry out the policy of his prede- 
cessor. The pledge has been 
kept 


scrupulously; the promise has been ful- 
filled. Peace and good order have been 
maintained. 
Domestic and 
foreign 


trade have Increased and relations of 
amity have been preserved with for- 
eign powers. 


The foreign policy of the administra- 


tion has been conservative, just and 
firm, and hiis made for the advance- 
ment of peace. 
While we have en- 


larged our foreign commerce, we have 
increased our prestige abroad, not with 
the sword, but with the peaceful agency 
of enlightened diplomacy. 


Our relations with the world were 


never better. We have avoided all en- 
tangling alliances, and, iu the language 
of the eminent secretary of state, "We 
are without ail ally and without an 
enemy." 


Commercial reciprocity wjth foreign 


countries "consistent with 
the prin- 


ciples of protection," has long been 
one of the well recognized policies of the 
Republican party. 
The present ad- 


ministration, in the face 
of serious 


Democratic opposition, secured a treaty 
of reciprocity with Cuba, which prom- 
ises to give us control of a large share 
of the commerce of that island. Both 
Presidents McKinley and Roosevelt at- 
tempted to negotiate a treaty of recip- 
rocity with Canada. 
It is hoped that 


the two governments may be able to 
ayree in due course to take up the sub- 
ject of reciprocity with Canada ac- 
cording to tlie principles laid down in 
the Republican national platform. 


The platform, appropriately recog- 


nizes combinations of capital and la- 
bor as the outgrowth of our economic 
development, and as entitled to tlie 
equal protection ami subject 
to the 


like restrictions of tbj law. 


The administration has enforced the 


Sherman anti-trust act, which was of 
Republican origin, In cases where com- 
binations have been formed in violation 
of its provisions. The law has been 
invoked by the president against com- 
binations iu restraint of wholesome 
commerce, and it has been upheld by 
the courts. 


The convention 
very properly de- 


clared it "to be the duty of the Repub- 
lican party to uphold the gold stand- 
ard." 
The Republican convention did 


well not only to pledge anew our 
fidelity to the gold standard, but to de- 
clare Its purpose to uphold "the In- 
tegrity and value of our national cur- 
rency." There should be no equivoca- 
tion or doubt as to our inflexible pur- 
pose, not only to maintain the gold 
standard, but to keep all silver and 
paper currency at a parity with it. The 
assumption that tlie gold standard is 
"irrevocably 
established" does vio- 


lence to the law. It was established by 
an act of congress, but the congress 
may alter, amend or appeal that act at 
any time.. 


The president's course in 
Panama 


merits the most generous approval. 


The administration in the Philippinea 


has been dictated by a broad sense of 
duty. It has not been subversive of 
our national Ideals, but has been in 
conformity with the best traditions of 
the republic. The archipelago came to 
tbe United States as the resultof a war, 
and it became the duty of tbe adminis- 
tration to enforce the laws there as 
elsewhere, to maintain 
the national 


sovereignty, and to inaugurate civil 
government, 
, 


Congress has authorized a repre- 


sentative assembly to be chosen in due 
time by tbe people of tbe islands. The 
ballot-box is not the 
sign of Im- 


perialism. We may safely trust to the 
future to deal with the Filipinos In a 
manner consistent with their highest 
and best interest, and with the duty and 
honor of the United States. 


Only by unduly extending this letter 


i-otild I consider all the declaration em- 
braced in the platform of the conven- 
tion. 
Further reflection but strength- 


ens my opinion of their wisdom and 
I shall give them my earnest support. 
We are gratified that sectional differ- 
ences have disappeared and that a fra- 
ternal spirit pervades the people of all 
sections of ouv country. .We rejoice in 
a national inheritance which is our 
common pride. Republican policies are 
as broad as our country's needs. They 
are neither sectional nor racial in their 
generous design. 


We are inspired with one high pur- 


pose, and that is,underdlvineguidance, 
to promote peace and good order, virtue 
ami knowledge, justice, patriotism and 
prosperity nmong our countrymen and 
to Increase to the utmost the strength 
and honor or the great republic.

^emalued with his uew frieuds, ac- 
quired tbe language, aud ultimately 
reaching the Uuited States, received au 
education. Another whaling voyage, 
a visit to the California mines, and he 
was back lu Honolulu,anxious torevisit 
the scenes of his childhood. 
.Nothing 


tould deter him; tbe representations of 
his friend, Cbaplaiu Damon—the dis- 
tance and perils of the way, the risk of 
beiug beheaded for hie paius iu cane be 
should succeed—uo argument or obsta- 
cle could eland for a moment before bis 
uuutterable lougiug for home. 


The Chaplaiu set to work; aud In 


due time Maujiro and his two com- 
panious.uon'grown from ladstoyouug 
men of tweuty-five, were equipped 
with a whale boat, a compass, a Bow- 
ditch's Navigator, and a sack of hard 
bread, aud were put on board an Amer- 
icau merchantman bound for Shang- 
hai. 
A few miles from Lew Chew 


they aud 
their 
whale boat 
were 


launched aud committed to the waves. 
A hard day's rowiug brought them to 
the shore. Six mouths later they were 
forwarded iu a trading junk lo Japan. 
They did not laud 
with impunity. 


Au Imprisonment of nearly three years 
was needed before tbe authorities could 
decide whether it was a capital crime to 
be blown off the coast iu boyhood aud 
return in manhood. 


The year 1853 came round. 
The 


great Expediliou had come and goue, 
and was to come again. 
Hers was a 


prisoner in their dungeons who had 
actually lived iu the couutry of the 
Western barbariaus, spoke their lau- 
guage, and knew their ways.

would not be wise to behead such au 
expert. 
Let him come lo court and 


tell us what he knows. He' was suin- 
moued accordingly, and

made large drafts upou his stores of 
information. From a prisoner he was

If you have uot learned to eat ID that 
particular method I would uot advise 
you to begin— at leant when you are 
hungry. Results are meagre, audfeast- 
iiigsetllindowii Into fasting. Theidlu- 
uer was abundant. To such Saxou mat- 
appetlties as ours It was toothsome; 
and what with chopsticks, lingers, and 
our own penknives, -wo wrestled with 
it In masterly fashion. 


First they rental UK in long rows 


aiound the hall on wooden benches and 
theu ranged fcimilar benches before us, I 
spread « lib scarlet lea cloths. 
Upon 


these in front of each guest, was set a 
small wooden lacquered stand, per- 
haps a foot square, and protected by a 
rim which kept the dainty dishes fi'om 
crowding each other oil. Mine was 
filled with tbe most delicate porcelains 
and J longed to appropriate the cera- 
mics, rather than their contents. The 
viands consisted of soups vegetables 
oysters, crabs, boiled eggs, pickled lish, 
sea-weed jelly, aud some other com- 
pounds which we were uot quite sure 
we recognized, aud so felt toward them 
that helBtatiug awe which tbe elder 
Mr. VVeller experienced toward "weal 
pie." The drinks were saki, a strong 
liquor distilled from rice, like the sam- 
shu of China.aud tea served as always 
in thefarEasi without alloy of sugar 
and cream. To these edibles we ap- 
plied ourselves with lively industry, 
aud considering our disabilities with 
the chopeticks they proved remarkably 
evanescent. 
More saki and tea pre- 


pared us for a dessert of candled nuts, 
sugared fruit, sponge cake aud confec- 
tionery; and when tbis was done our 
funny host brought us each a sheet of 
browu paper to wrap aud carry away 
what we had not eaten. Some of mine 
was still extaut when I reached home 
seven mouths later. 


This was a point of etiquette they 


observed themselves, and it occasioual- 
ly developed droll results. One day at 
a dinner-party on board the flag-shin a 
Japanese functionary fell In love with 
a fine frosted cake and bottle of hock. 
According to custom he desired to take 
them home with him. 
But It was 


late aud his potations had already 
made him too unsteady to be a safe 
bearer of such freight; so the Commo- 
dore promised to send them by a special 
messenger in the moruing. Morning 
came, but tbe cake was gone. Eva- 
sit erupit. Some unhallowed tar had 
stowed it away inside for safe keeping. 
Here was a terrible dilemma. 
\\ bat 


if the negotiations themselves should 
be imperilled for lack of that cake! A 
sort of drum head coroner's inquest was 
hastily summoned to sit on the absent 
loaf. Tie verdict was, "Send the hock 
but tell him iu America we present the 
cake iu the evening." The guest was 
perfectly satisfied, aud by sundown an- 
other frosted loaf like the stolen one 
was concocted at tbe galley and sent on 
shore.

Alter many meetings and much 


elaborate discussion, the negotiations 
were finally completed. 
The treaty 


was signed on Friday, March 31, 1854. 
Our ship, as the one which had been 
longest in commission, was selected lo 
bring it away. The beaier of dispatch- 
es, C'apl. Adams, i-ame on board; and 
ou Tuesday, April -I, tbe Saratoga 
spread her while wings for home. 
At 


Honolulu, Capt. Adams left us, aud 
brought the treaty home by way of 
Panama, reaching Washington some 
time in June. .The Saratoga pursued 
her voyage, calliug at beautiful Tahiti, 
rouudiug Cape Horu lu a dashing gale 
(hfl mid-day of whiter, July lo, drop- 
piiig iu at Peruambuco for supplies, 
»:ifl reaching Cbarlestowu Navy Yard 
iu 
September--having been absent 


from the couutry just four years. 


The marvelous transformations that 


have since revolutionized the island 
empire I need not recount. 
We felt 


our way iuto her harbors lu the dark. 
Now, and for twenty years past, every 
beadlaud aud cape has been surmount- 
ed by t lighthouse, truthful token to 
the approaching mariner of the cordial 
welcome and help tbat await him. 
"Where cannon waacast to resist Perry 
uow elands the Imperial Female Nor- 
mal College. On the treaty grounds 
rises the spire of a Christian church."

corps of native scribes under his di- 
rection made some twenty copies of it 
for use iu tbe Japanese marine. Oue of 
these copies Maujiro afterwards gave to 
his friend, Chaplaiu Damon, and it 
was ou exhibition at the Centennial 
Expositicn-in Philadelphia iu 1876. 


Dr. Damon had often inquired after 


the three adventurers, but had never 
learned their fate. 
Years after the 


treaty had been signed, a flue Japanese 
steamer, the Candiuamaru, auchorcd 


. iu tbe harbor of Houolulu and tbe 
commander came ashore to call on Dr. 
Damon. It was no other than Manji- 
ro, now an officer of high rank in the 
Japanese navy. The mutual Inquiries 
and explanations can be imagined. 


"Where were you at the time of the 


Expeditiou?" asked tbe Chaplaiu. 


"I was lu the room adjoining that in 


which the Interview took place betweeu 
Perry and tbe Imperial CommiBBiouers. 
I wan not allowed to eee or to com- 
municate with auy of the Americans; 
but each document seut by Commodore 
Perry was passed to me to be translated 
Into Japanese before it was sent to tbe 
Imperial authorities; and the replies 
thereto were likewise submitted to me 
to be translated into English before they 
went to Commodore Perry." 


Manjiro was more tbau au interpre- 


ter. His knowledge did uot stop with 
the mere idioms of the language.' 
He 


knew the American people,their ways, 
their manner of life, their wealth aud 
commerce, 
the magnitude of their 


country, their power aud 
national 


prestige. He was divinely appointed 
channel through which Americau ideas 
naturally flowed iuto Japan. A mine 
endowed with faith cap easily rocog- 
nize a plan aud purpose in tbe whole 
training of Manjiro, from the moment 
when he was driven from his country 
by what appeared to be ouly accident. 
It was a case of Providential selec- 
tion. 


This chronicle will not attempt to 


detail the negotiations. They are re- 
corded elsewhere aud ueed not be re- 
peated. I shall have fulfilled my com- 
mission if I keep within range of per- 
sonal reminisceuce. While, therefore, 
the diplomats are at work on the vexed 
questions of the treaty, let us mingle 
with tbe curious throngs outside. 


The public sentiment of I be hermit- j 


natiou was rapidly melting away be- ! 
fore our neighborly advances. 
The 


saw oue nimble Titan grasp a hurdle 
fasten his talons in 5t. throw it dowu 
ou tbe Bund still keeping his bold turn 
a somerset over it, throw it over him a» 
he revolved, and come down sitting on 
the beach with the hurdle iu his lap. 


Later iu the afternoon tbe same ath- 


letes eutertaiued us with a wrestling 
match. A riug had beeu prepared in 
the area of the council bouse, and the 
ground softened by the spade. The 
athletes came in, stripped to tbe usual 
lom-clotb, aud equipped with satin 
aprons gorgeously embroidered and 
fringed. 
Stationing themselves iu a 


circle around the ring they performed 
with grave pomp a series of incarna- 
tions aud passes, then filed off to the 
rear and laid aside their satin finery 
for business. As their names were 
called by the master of ceremonies a 
pair of them would advance, take their 
stand at opposite points of tbe ring 
crouch ou their heals and repeat the 
passes. Theu entering the riug and 
warily approach each other, they again 
crpuched.agaiu gesticulated.aud finally 
with a demoniac yell sprang at each 
other, for all tbe world like two mon- 
strous frogs. They used the head, not 
the fists. They plunged into each other 
capered about and dove into each 
other headlong, butted each other ou 
the breast and shoulders with frantic 
violeuce. Some of them had raised 
large welts on their foreheads by fre- 
quent indulgence lu this frisky paetime 
They were soon exhausted, but very few 
thrown. An 
hour sufficed for these 


huge calisthenics; aud when it was ail 
over aud the puffing giants had collap- 
sed, the riug smoked with the dust of 
battle, and looked as if it had beeu 
tram pled aud torn by a herd of ele- 
phants.

more agreeable spectacle that 


afternoon wts the sight of tbe first 
railroad in Japan.

No matter what the size or quality of 


a rug it is a mistake to shake it by the 
end to beat it free from dust. The force 
required to grasp It securely and tbe 
sharp snap and jerks are ruinous to the 
binding aud fringe; in a short time the 
edge will be torn from the warp, espe- 
cially at tbe corners, and the places 
where it is grasped in the bands, ruin- 
ing the appearance of the rug as well as 
shortening its period of 
usefulness 


says the Philadelphia Bulletin. 
A 


thrifty housekeeper who prides herself 
on knowing how to keep her rugs fresh 
for years never shakes them, but keeps 
them clean by spreading out on a porch 
floor and sweeping them thoroughly on 
both sides with a soft broom. Then she 
goes over them several times with a car- 
pet sweeper, which is kept free from dust 
by empting the dust traps frequent!v. 
Any rugs which have seen bard wear 
and are very dusty are hung on a line 
and lightly beaten with a small whip. 
On sweeping day every rug is looked 
over for possible breaks, and every 
loose corner, no matter how small, is 
promptly mended with linen carpet 
thread aud wools if occasion requires. 
If grease spots are discovered they are 
cleaned witb tepid water aud household 
ammonia in the proportion of a half 
teaspoonful to a quart of water. Scrub- 
bmg the spot lightly, wettiug the rug 
as little as possible aud hanging in the 
sun to dry Is the method. Never use 
soap that Is coarse and rank; if soap 
must be used, select a refined sort. 


significant statement as to the policy 
pursued at Fisk aud Atlanta Ulnver- 
sitlesaud Hampton aud Tuskegee Insti- 
tutes—the President in each case keeps 
track of his graduates. This plan was 
adopted when it wasa common remark 
that mouey spent on the education of 
(he negro was money thrown away. 
Those interested iu the education of the 
negro answered IhesueersD/bis critics 
by polutiug to the standing and work 
of the graduates of the negro colleges. 


For example, Fisk Uutoersiiy has 


113 graduates iu educational, profes- 
sional, aud business employments iu 
Tennessee, 53 iu Alabama, 52 iu Texas, 
29 in Georgia, 21 iu Arkansas, 15 in 
Mississippi, 20 iu Kentucky, 16 in 
Illluoli, 13 lu Miwuuri, 18 lu Florida, 
aud has representatives in nearly every 
State.

President Merrill of Fisk, knows not 


only where his graduates are, but wbat 
they are doing and how they are doing 
It. The President of Atlanta Univer- 
sity knows the same as to bis gradu- 
ates, aud the President of Hampton 
and Tuskegee keep watch aud ward 
over their large/ number of graduates 
in the same way. 


It is tbe boast of Booker T. Wash- 


ington that uot a ulugle graduate 
of Tuskegee or Hampton is In jail or 
penitentiary. It is the boast of the 
Presidents of colleges for negroes that 
all Ihelr graduates are workiug worthi- 
ly and to the credit of the colleges at 
which they were educated. 


Originally there was a restraining 


Influence in this policy of interest and 
watchfulness, as well as a stimulus to 
well-doing. Perhaps there is yet, but 
the fact that each of the 135 negro 
school aud colleges has a muster roll of 
itsgradudtesaud keeps In touch with 
all has au interest independent of the 
influence the policy may have on the 
graduates themselves. It Is proof tbat 
tbe educated negro has done well for 
himself aud for bis people iu the com- 
munity iu which he lives. 


In most of these colleges for negroes 


the studeuts are poor, coming from the 
workaday world and returulug to it 
when necessary to supply the mouey 
needed for schooling. To succeed they 
must have the same qualities that en- 
able so many white students of limited 
means to graduate with high honors 
And when, through many sacrifices 
they have obtained an education, they 
are held to strict account as to wbat use 
they make of it—Chicago Inter Ocean.

A few points for the American cook 


to remember, if she is to emulate the 
gentle art of the French chef, may uot 
be found amiss. 


Never make a pie crust in a warm 


room, and never mix it with a spoon 
but with an ice-cold knife. 
Use only 


ice water iu moisteuiug the pastry aud 
shortening. The shortening should be 
cold aud firm. Butter makes the best 
pastry. It is false economy to substi- 
tute anything else for it. 


Bake piecrust in a very hot oven, not 


so hot that it will buru before the lower 
crust Is done, aud yet hot enough to 
to prevent tbe shortening from melting 
before it browns. If au oven is more or 
less slow tbe lard or butter will ooze out 
aud make the dough a heavy mass 
All piecrust should 
be thoroughly 


chilled just before it is put in the 
oven. 


Never beat and stir whites of egg but 


whip them in light, tirm strokes. 
In 


the recipe calls for well-whipped whites 
never use eggs that refuse to be whipped 
to a forth stiff enough to be cut witb a 
knife. Too long a whipping of egg 
whites, however, will sometimes make 
them tough. 


Iu 
boiling or steaming 
puddings 


never allow the water to stop bubbling 
for more than a moment. Have ready 
boiling waler to pour immediately into 
the kettle when the water begius to boil 
down. 


In regard to seasoning, it is better to 


adhere strictly to the recipe. 
One's 


taste is not often the best guide in this 
matter. Some women really seem to 
be lacking iu the seuse of taste, though 
they will seldom admit it. 
What to 


them is delicious is sometimes very 
disagreeable to other persons. 
Many 


dishes are completely spoiled by over or 
under seasoning. Tbe printed recipes 
in the established cookbooks are gener- 
ally correct.—Tribuue.

The Uses of Salt. 


Salt is tlie most wonderful article ill 


the household. 
In washing colored 


goods a little salt iu the rinsing water 
will prevent tun color from "ruuuiug." 
It le important, however, that too 
large a quantity is uot used, as It may 
rot the goods. A cupful of salt to about 
two eveu pailfuls of water is the correct 
proportiou. A little salt rubbed over 
earthern puddiug dishes will effectually 
clean off rusty spots that seem to be 
burned into tbe ware. 


A little salt aud viuegar will clean 


thoroughly all metal saucepans and 
copper Kettles. A copper or brass dlah 
must be Uuished (after using salt) with 
a little sand soap and cloths, so as to 
leave no sign of the eait behind. 


An Iron-rust stain on any white sum- 


mer cloths may be completely eradicted 
with a little salt aud lemon juice, if ex- 
posed to the hot sunshine. 
Spread 


brown paper over the grass and lay the 
material over it, so tbat the lemon aud 
saltto uotlstrike through to the grass be- 
ueath it. Rinse out iu water and try a 
second application .if tbe lirst is uot 
sufficient. 


There is no surer way to destroy 


grass aud weeds that spring up unin- 
vited in walks aud gravel paths than to 
sow them with 
salt and sprinkle 


thoroughly wltbwater. 


A cup of rock salt is a deligh tful ad- 


dition to the bath. 


it is said tbat eyebrows* will become 


morethicker if a common salt is rubbed 
iuto them. 


Salt is not only a good disinfectant 


externally, but u is often taken iu 
cases of poisoning. A handful of salt 
dissolv(,(i iu water will generally be 
sutlicjent to induce the vomiting al- 
ways necessary after swallowing a 
poisou. It should, of course, be giver, 
immediately. 


Salt is apt to attract dampness; there 


fore put it in a box with a tight cover 
aild keep it in a dry, warm place.

CHURCH WALL FELL 


One Man Killed and Six Injured 


ill/ New Bedford 


Now Bedford, Muss., Sept. 21.—With 


fl crash that could bo heard throughout 
tbe entire northern section of this city, 
Ihe inner wsill on Ihu north side of the 
new St. Anthony's church collapsed 
yesterday, killing Gilbert Tremblny, u 
mason, UU years old, and seriously injur- 
ing six others who were working on 
tlie structure. 


The church, which Wiis in process of 


construction, was being built (or St. 
Authouy's French 
Hoiniin Catholic 


parish. The structure occupied nearly 
nn entire block on Acushnct avenue. 
The wall that fell xvas on the north side 
of the building and was 220 feet long. 
The outer wall was built of brick aud 
stone from the foundation upwards to 
the eaves. 
Tlie inner wall, however, 


rested on iron pillars, the lower part 
of the wall beinft more than 25 feet 
above the ground floor. On top of these 
pillars there was some iron and steel 
bridge work supporting n brick Inner 
wall that rose 2(i feet to the eaves. 


The cause of tlie collapse is not 


known yet; but it is believed that one 
of the supporting pillars was of faulty 
construction and gave way, letting the 
wall down with it. It was feared last 
night that other sections of the wall 
might fall, as the collapse of the north 
wall carried away some of the support- 
ing pillars in other sections of the 
building.
